He found both the front doors locked 
and was soon cornered by the officer. 
Officer Weddell told Franklin that 
he wanted him hut the latter denied 
th at the satchel and the bottles be­ 
longed to him. 
He then tried to es­ 
cape the officer 
by getting 
away 
through the rear door of the car, but 
a show of a evil looking club by tho 
policeman served to quiet the pris­ 
oner until the car stopped at St. 
Louis avenue. 
There Officer W ed- 
dell was met by Night 
Watchman 
Sensback and they took Franklin to 
the jail. 
M ayor Burkart was notified of the 
arrest and after hearing the cir­ 
cumstances ordered franklin releas­ 
ed with instruction- to appear at 9

him.

Franklin without bond in view of the 
fact th at lie was under a $300 bond 
in circuit court tyjUDfwer to*i grand 
larceny change. 
The ease is expect­ 
ed to come to trial at this term of 
the circuit court. 
At the appointed hour this morn­ 
ing Franklin did not appear in court 
and a fte r a reasonable time of wait­ 
ing the police started out to locate 
him. 
lie was not at home and the 
officers were told that he and another 
man had left the city. 
Evidently 
Franklin did not desire to stand trial 
on the charge, despite the fact that 
he denied ownership of the booze 
laden satchel.

The exact hour of sailing was not 
generally known, and there were no 
great crowds massed along the w a­ 
ter-front. 
The river and tho bay 
were almost bare of shipping, due 
to the harbor strike. 
While the George Washington was 
lying at her pier at the army port 
of embarkation, Hoboken, guards of 
troops prevented any outsiders a p ­ 
proaching and patrol boats in the 
North 
river were ready 
to warn 
away any inquisitive craft that might 
have come near. 
At about 6:55 the George W ash­ 
ington steamed past the statue of 
liberty, making about ten knots. Her 
only escort at the point was two 
tugboats, which fussed along one on 
each side of her. 
Opopsite the statue she passed two 
steamers coming up the bay. 
The 
vessels exchanged regulation whistle 
signals. 
At the Narrows, where the steamer 
entered the lower bay, she was met 
by four destroyers. 
Two took up 
positions ahead of her and one on 
each side. 
W ar vessels moored in the harbor 
fired the presidential salute of 21 
guns as the George Washington came 
abreast and their crews dressed ship.

Rome.—Thanks to the generosity of 
Italian financial amt commercial inter­ 
ests. the United States will have a 
house of its own in Rome. 
The Pa tazza Salvlati, one of the 
famous group of historic family pal­ 
aces that line the Corse Umberto, for­ 
merly the Flaminian way, has just 
been purchased by the big banking in­ 
terests of Italy, rechristened “La Casa 
dell’America” 
or 
“The 
American 
House,’* and placed at the disposal of 
all societies, organizations and move­ 
ments that have for their object the 
furthering of commercial, financial, so­ 
cial and industrial relations between 
the United States and Italy. 
Banks Provide Money. 
Tile project was planned by Minis­ 
ter of Provisions Crespi, who through 
his contact with American Food Ad­ 
m inistrator Hoover, became convinced 
of the great mutual benefit to be de­ 
rived tty Italy and America through 
closer relations. 
The money for tile 
f nrchase of the palace was put up 
by the leading banking institutions of 
Italy. 
The Snlviftti palace, which is near 
the entrance of the Corse I mberto 
into Piazza Venezia, or where the 
Flaminian way formerly led up to the 
Capitoline hill, is surrounded by the 
other equally historic palaces of the 
Odescnlchi and Dorvia families. 
Its 
interior furnishings and decorations 
will be kept intact a* far as possible. 
A Permanent Headquarters. 
The first floor of tile palace will be 
occupied by tile central headquarters 
of 
the 
Italian-American 
league, 
of 
which Senator Ruffinl is president and 
which has for its object promoting 
every possible relation between 
Hie 
American and Italian peoples. 
T he second floor will be given over 
to the offices of financial organiza­ 
tions th a t are especially Interested in 
Italian 
and 
American 
stocks 
and 
bonds. 
Still other portions of the palace Will 
lie given over to the societies and or­ 
ganizations promoting interests along 
special lines between tin* United Siafos 
and Italy. 
In ti"* future American m anufac­ 
turing. business and financial institu­ 
tio n s sending representatives to Italy 
to establish relations will find perm a­ 
nent headquarters ut the American 
house and every facility necessary to 
enable them to attain their ends.

Many a Gotha crew fought desper­ 
ately and well, but others completely 
lost their heads. 
The hack of the 
fuselage of one machine was riddled 
by its own 
gunner. 
Seeing flames 
spurting from the tail, the crew of an­ 
other machine threw themselves over­ 
board, while the scout slowly circled 
around the blazing mass as it fell to 
earth. 
Yet another machine dived 
from 10,000 to 3,000 feet when engaged 
by a scout whose machine gun jammed 
when in a position to deal the death 
blow from beneath the Gotha’s tad. 
This Hun, in bis effort to escape, 
dropped 19 bombs in a space ot

But even so, there was still another 
terror to be faced before the city was 
reached. 
As all London knows, there 
was suspended from balloons thou­ 
sands of feet above a vast system of 
nets which would have cut the most 
powerful machine in two. 
The Huns 
never knew quite where these nets 
were and after every trip the danger 
was magnified. 
Once in one of the later raids, when 
the giant (Tliesen) Gothas were used, 
the left wing tip 
of 
one machine 
grazed the anchor rope of a balloon, 
spun half round and dropped a sheer 
600 feet before the pilot could recover. 
Another 
machine 
was 
being hotly 
chased over London by a scout when 
n balloon net loomed before it. 
Tin* 
Pilots strained madly at the controls, 
and quarry and pursuer just cleared 
the topmost strand in safety. 
The tales the men told on their re­ 
turn led to one of the most striking 
orders ever Issued in the German air 
force. During this raid (Whit Monday 
last) 
seven machines were brought 
down and throe more crashed on land­ 
ing. 
So great was the moral offed on 
the crews that tin* order for a further 
raid was countermanded.

Such an airship would pos­ 
sess a total lifting power of about 280 
tons. 
The structural weight, that i9, 
the gas 
bags, framework, gondolas, 
engines,

machinery,

would be not more than 80 tons, leav­ 
ing 200 tons as disposable lift. 
Only 
50 tons would be required to make 
room for the crew, petrol ballast, etc., 
leaving 
150 
tons 
commercial 
load 
which could be carried. 
Such an airship could cross the At­ 
lantic and return aud then repeat the 
journey without a pause, if weather 
were favorable. 
Because the British empire is so 
far-flung, the government is encour­ 
aging development of aerial communi­ 
cation for both passengers and light 
parcels as a vital necessity. 
Wireless 
stations belting the world also will 
be erected quickly as possible. 
Before this is printed a 
Handley- 
Page machine will have flown from 
England to India In a test trip. 
This 
is but preliminary to permanent air 
traffic to Egypt, India, South Africa 
and Australia. 
Canada likewise will 
be linked up with the mother coun­ 
try-The rigid airships 
which 
Britain 
now possesses can cross the Atlantic, 
given favorable weather. 
But it is 
the airplane that is being developed 
for overland routes. 
Godfrey 
Isaacs, 
brother of Lord 
Reading, 
Britain’s 
ambassador 
to 
America, is head of the Marconi \\ Ire­ 
less Telegraph company. 
Isaacs is 
simply waiting for peace, which will 
remove certain restrictions, to expand 
British wireless stations. 
Stations in China. 
Two .stations will 
be 
erected 
In 
distant parts of China. 
Receiving ap­ 
paratus will be installed on all pas­ 
senger-carrying airplanes, so that mes­ 
sages may be sent back and forth 
while the flight Is in progress. 
Hence 
a business passenger who may tire of 
the scenery or have bright ideas about 
bis business may get in touch with his 
head office boy or assistant manager, 
as the case may he. 
Thus, as it is 
feasible to wireless ships of the sea, 
so it will be possible to wireless ships 
of the air.
